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Tradition at the University of Oklahoma dictates a yearly goal of a national champion- 
ship. In some years that quest is more realistic than others. This is one of those years. 

Barry Switzer pulls no punches in his assessment of the upcoming Sooners. “We 
will have another team capable of playing for the national championship,’ he says. ‘There 
are some problems, of course, but we will be very disappointed if we don’t contend for the 
top spot.” 

The winningest coach in collegiate football takes an impressive array of weapons into 
the September opener. Offensively, it may be the best wishbone attack force of his career. 
While there may be no “‘differencemakers’’ at running back, a la Joe Washington or Billy 
Sims, there are standouts like Jamelle Holieway, Keith Jackson and Lydell Carr 
who could be the best at their positions since Switzer came on the scene in 1973. Add to 
that the most talented and experienced offensive line OU has had in years. Switzer was not 
all that pleased with his wide receivers in spring drills, but there is talent there and it is 
possible that an incoming freshman could make things brighter. At any rate, speed at the 
position will be the best ever. 

Defensively, the Sooners may not be as potent as they have been the last three years 
when people like Tony Casillas and Brian Bosworth held court. But make no mistake, there 
IS talent available. All-Conference end Darrell Reed and backs David Vickers and 
Rickey Dixon return, as well as underpublicized folks like end Troy Johnson, 
nosequard Dante Williams and linebacker Dante Jones. "| am concerned about our 
defensive tackle position,’ Switzer said. “We did not have anyone come forward and 
dominate in the spring, so it could be a problem area if no one comes to the front this fall. 
We have some younger players who are talented but inexperienced. It is a key area for us, 
obviously.” 

The schedule may not have as much barbed wire as last year's, bul it is tougher than 
many realize. Non-conference foes North Carolina and Texas will be formidable and 
Colorado and Oklahoma State are expected to be better. If the Sooners can negotiate these 
toughies, a hungry and talented crew of Nebraska Cornhuskers awaits at the end of the 
road in their own home stadium. Every Sooner foe will play its best against a team that 
should be ranked No. 1 in most of the pre-season polls. But then tradition at the University 
of Oklahoma dictates that as more routine than unusual. 


ees OFFENSE sees 


OVERALL — Offensive coordinator Jim Donnan knows his charges will be good: 
“We have experience coming back, people who have been instrumental in our success the 
past few years.” 

Donnan says it is important to continue refinement of the Sooner wishbone, but 
disdains any wholesale changes. “It is important to improve our technique and execulion, 
but to make a lot of changes in cur philosophy is not necessary.” 

The Sooner offensive brain trust was encouraged by a spring training period without a 
lot of injuries. Donnan also applauded the excellent work habits of his veteran crew. “We 
did not rest on our laurels,” he said. “lf | had to grade our efforts this spring | would give 
them an A.” 

Donnan feels a need to give some of the younger players as much work as possible with 
an eye toward 1988. “We do not want to be in a complete rebuilding situation afer this 
season,” he said. “We hope to be able to play as many people as possible.” 

An overview of the offense would not be complete without mention of the passing 
game. Donnan comments: “We improved in that area a year ago by cutting down on the 
number of sacks our quarterback suffered and we led the nation in average gain per 
completion. We feel we have some receivers and we feel our passing itself will be 
improved, but we want il to complement our running game. We didn’t need to throw a year 
ago and we hope we won't have lo throw this year.” 

RECEIVERS — Steady, dependable Derrick Shepard is gone after putting his name in 
the record book in a number of career receiving categories. However, there looms the 
possibility that the Sooner receiving corps could be quite good. Tight end Keith Jackson 
is as good as they come. Backups Duncan Parham and Terry Pritchard also have 
displayed the ability to make that position a plus when it comes to the passing game. At 
split receiver there is more speed than in a number of years, While the coaching staff was 
somewhal disappointed at the progress of this corps in the spring, the speed factor makes 
the position an intriguing one. Holdover Carl Cabbiness and redshirt freshman Arthur 
Guess will start the fall one-two, but the possibility of an incoming freshman making his 
mark is very real. The backlield also is a source of quality, and utilization of the running 
backs could make the receiving situation even more potent. 

LINEMEN — This area is perhaps the greatest strength on the squad. Assistant Head 
Coach Merv Johnson gives the highest grade possible to the spring efforts of his 
charges. Johnson points to the fact thal 17 of the 18 offensive line candidates this spring 
went the entire four-week work period without injury. “lt couldn't be more pleased with 
their performance,” he commented. “There really weren't any negatives.” 

If you count the Sconers’ All-America tight end, there are three All-Americans in the 
forward wall: Jackson and offensive guards Anthony Phillips and Mark Hutson. Each 
made al least one recognized first team a year ago. Tackle Greg Johnson may be the best 
of them all, bul he has been somewhat overshadowed by the limelight shared by the 
aforementioned trio plus periodic injuries that have prohibited him from playing a full 
season yel. Add tackle Jon Phillips and center Bob Latham, who could be all-star 
candidates anywhere, and you see the reason for Johnson’s plaudits. 


Not only do the Sooners have an awesome starting crew, they relurn all of their backup 
people as well. In fact, Johnson has somewhat of a dilemma in trying to balance playing 
time between his veteran backups and some of the newcomers who redshirted a year ago. 
The conversion of Mark VanKeirsbilck from guard to center was a big success, making 
that position stronger than a year ago with VanKeirsbilck and Lalham fairly equal in terms 
: ability. Both will fill the bill in fine fashion for the only departing lineman, Travis 

impson. 

The 1987 offensive line is a veteran, experienced crew (hal just might be the best in the 
nation. 

QUARTERBACK — The Big Eight’s Offensive Player of the Year in 1986 returns to 
pilot an attack that fed the nalion in rushing and scoring a year ago. Jamelle Holieway 
may be the best wishbone signal-caller in OU history. He has proved he can do everything 
it takes to win and his importance to the Sooners has never been questioned. However, a 
broken thumb, which sidelined him for the entire spring, proved a blessing in disquise as 
redshirt freshman Charles Thompson took almost every snap, thus doubling his 
learning process. Coach Switzer has said that Thompson is further along at this stage of 
development than either Holieway or Eric Mitchel. Thompson has a fine release on his 
passes and threatens to become a truly fine aerial artist. He still needs to put on weight and 
mature some more, bul he will be a blue-chip backup for Holieway. Baseball standout 
Glenn Sullivan is third in line and coaches are not afraid to use him. Coach Donnan 
says Sullivan could start for most of the teams in the Big Eight. He is exerienced, extremely 
intelligent in the mechanics of the wishbone and a come-through perfomer on the field. He 
is also the holder for all placekicks. Sullivan, however, is playing minor league baseball 
this summer and his availability for football is uncertain at press lime. 

RUNNING BACKS — Depth, which has been a problem in the past, won't be as 
critical in 1987. OU lost Spencer Tillman and Earl Johnson, but a number of top flight 
people return who could make the wishbone a first-class machine. At halfback are Patrick 
Collins and Anthony Stafford. Collins, like teammates Greg Johnson and Dante Jones, 
is vastly underpublicized. He is the perfect wishbone halfback with the ability to run inside 
or oulside and block with authority when not carrying the ball. He is one of the fastest 
backs on the squad and has become a real threat returning punts as well. He will start at 
right half. At left half, Stafford probably will get first call and, like Collins, is able to do it 
all. Coach Switzer said Stafford reminded him of Greg Pruitt after watching a couple of his 
tuns in the spring. 

Others who cannot be counted out as far as compeling for starting spols are Damon 
Stell, a 1985 redshirt, and Eric Mitchel, called by many “the best alhlete on the squad.” 
Because of his receiving abilities, the speedy Stell may be the Sooners’ most versatile 
running back. Mitchel, who made the conversion trom quarterback in the spring, gave 
every indication he will be whal coaches hoped for. 

Even more depth could be provided by Leon Perry, who has starred and excelled at 
both halfback and fullback in his first two years at OU. He is a power back capable of 
breaking a long one, too — qualities that fit both positions. Add junior Don Smither- 
man and perhaps an incoming freshman or two and the Sooners project as deep a 
running back corps as they have had in quile some time. 
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The same periains to the fullback position where another long line of top-notch 
performers is ready to make things happen. Start with three-year regular Lydelll Carr, a 
durable hammer who has done everything asked of him. Behind Carr is Rotnei 
Anderson, who is probably good enough to play a lot in other systems. Even though he 
has not played much the past two years, you will not find an OU coach who feels there is a 
Significant drop-off when he enters the game. Don’t forget Perry who may possess the best 
breakaway attributes of any of fhe fullback candidates. Transfer John Green will be in the 
hunt and it is entirely possible help will come from some of the redshirt corps or incoming 
freshmen, 

KICKING — Different. This is only because multi-record setter Tim Lashar has 
departed and it is doubtful anyone will do the things he did the past four years. However, 
there were a number of kickers who worked in the spring with generally satisfying results. 
Rich Conrad, Paul Cook, incoming freshman R. D. Lashar (Tim’s brother) and Todd 
Thomsen are among those who will be given a chance in the fall to fill the void. Thomsen, 
though, will do the punting after taking over as number one in that department mid-season 
ayear ago. He got better and betler and even set an Orange Bowl record with his booming 
boots. He has a tremendously strong leg and is used for all kickoffs, most of which go into 
the opposition’s end zone on the fly. 


ees DEFENSE sees 


OVERALL — Gary Gibbs, 0U's defensive coordinator and archilect of the nation’s 
best defense the last two years, doesn't think he has enough information yet to fairly 
evaluate the Sooner defense this fall. 

“It's hard to evaluate because so many minor injuries in the spring kept us from 
fielding what we think will be our first-leam defense,” he said. “‘Inexperience in the line is 
a concern. Depth at linebacker and end isn't seltled by any means. Plus, we will have to 
play some rookies, which is always cause to worry. 

Gibbs points to the fact that some very productive and intelligent players were lost from 
last year's edition. “We have a lot more question marks,” he said. “ll would appear we are 
not going to be as good, but they proved me wrong last year so maybe the same thing will 
happen again." Gibbs also points out that team leaders such as Brian Bosworth, Steve 
Bryan and Sonny Brown are no longer around and someone will have to step forward in 
that department as well. 

What the Sooners wiif have in the fall are returning starters at end, noseguard, one 
linebacker spol and three secondary positions. Gibbs also admits there are some fine 
looking athletes waiting to play. “Uncertainty and less experience make for a lot of 
question marks. Our young people have to be good fast and grow up in a hurry,” he said. 
“And our older players have to show the way. We must have leadership from them and 
they must continue to improve.” 

ENDS — The starters are first rate, bul there is inexperience after that. Three-time 
All-Big Eight selection Darrel! Reed and vastly underrated Troy Johnson hold the 
terminal spols. They are both blue-chip in every respect and form the best tandem at the 
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position in the conference, if not the nation. They both are experienced, quality performers 
who have given the opposition fits for the last three years. 

Behind them are redshirt freshmen Adrian Cooper and James Goode. Each 
performed well in the spring and should provide solid backup support. Gibbs hopes to gel 
them some playing time early in the year to accelerate their progress. It is not inconceiv- 
able that incoming freshmen and returning Proposition 48 casualties also might have a 
say in the depth chart. 

INTERIOR LINE — This could be a problem spot if first-team tackles can’t be found. 
This area was Coach Switzer’s biggest concern coming out of the spring. Candidates 
include former starting nosequard Curtice Williams, but injuries and inexperience at 
the position make him a question mark coming into the fall. Others include Darren 
Kilpatrick, a fifth-year senior who has never played regularly; Scott Evans, an 
impressive redshirt freshman who needs to get bigger and gain experience; and Tom 
Backes, who fits he same description that Evans does. More names could surface in the 
fall if the above do not come through as hoped. If they do, though, the biggest problem 
area on the team could be a solid one instead. 

LINEBACKERS — Brian Bosworth is gone and he will be missed, of course. Bul the 
cupboard is far from bare as senior Dante Jones and junior Richard Dillon proved last 
year. Although overshadowed by the outspoken “Boz,” Jones is regarded by those who 
know him as a truly fine linebacker who gives lhe Sooner defense everything it could ask 
for. He is a good one who will prove it this season, just as he did last January in the Orange 
Bowl when he was named the game's oulstanding lineman. Dillon commands the same 
kind of attention. He is as active as anyone and should provide excellent support for 
Jones. 

Behind these two is senior Brad McBride, a steady veteran of three success-filled 
seasons. No problem there. Kert Kaspar, moved from defensive end, seems ready to 
have the kind of career predicted for him before an injury sidelined him for the entire 
season in 1986. More help is available from the incoming freshmen group and there is at 
least ane Proposition 48 athlete, Wayne Dickson, who carries a “can’t miss” label. 

SECONDARY — This should be a team strength since three regulars return. One of 
them, Rickey Dixon, was All-Conference last year and is regarded by the coaching staff 
as one of the premier free safelies in the country. Another, David Vickers, was 
second-team All-America; anda third, Derrick White, is a two-year starter. The situalion 
is even brighter when you consider thal four more — Lonnie Finch, Ken McMichel, 
Scott Garl and Derrick Crudup — have either started at one time or another or logged 
exlensive playing lime. Add Carlos Scott, plagued by injuries the last two years, and 
Kevin Thompson, who cerlainly will vie for playing time, and the depth chart improves. 
Scott and Thompson both are highly regarded, they just haven't had as much opportunity 
as the others yet. 

The secondary is a solid group that may be able to take some of the pressure off the 
defensive line. Coach Bobby Proctor's defenders have led the nation in pass defense two 
years in a row. There doesn’l seem to be any reason not to expect similar results this fall.

5-9, 185, Jr., Carson, Calif. 


Coach Switzer “perhaps the best wishbone quarterback | have ever had.” A 

two-time All-Big Eight choice who was named Offensive Newcomer of the Year in 
1985. While not big and not the fastest man on the squad, Holieway has been likened to a 
magician by Switzer for his ability to slither and slide through opposing defenses, 
breaking tackles time and time again. Led the team in rushing last season wilh 811 yards. 
Hit 30 of 63 passes for 541 yards and four touchdowns. Scored eight TDs himself. 
Tremendously capable of making the right decision at the line of scrimmage. Coaches are 
constantly amazed at his ability to get the Sconers in the right play. A durable performer 
who has missed only one game in two years because of injury even though he takes a 
constant pounding from every opponent. Is closing in on a number of career records even 
though he has completed just two years of eligibility. He already is fourth best in rushing 
fora quarterback, 12th best in total offense and 11th in career passing. He holds the record 
for total offense ina single game, set in 1985 against Missouri. Optioned UCLA to death in 
the ’86 opener, gaining 83 yards himself while dealing off pitches to halfback colleagues 
for a tolal of 470 net yards on the day. Had 59 yards in the Minnesota game and scored 
twice, Was a highlight of the Miami disaster with 65 yards rushing and $0 yards through 
the air. His perfect 54-yard pass to Keith Jackson got the Sooners back into the game 
when they trailed 21-3 midway through the third period, momentarily halting the 
Hurricanes’ momentum. Sat out the Kansas State game with a bruised shoulder, bul 
roared back the following week against Texas with some of the finest quarterback play ever 
seen in the storied series. He had 95 yards rushing and 15 passing while scoring once. 
However, his work at Ihe corners was a clinic. On the first series, Holieway twice made 
perfect pitches to trailing halfbacks. Spencer Tillman went 26 yards on one, while the 
second resulted in Patrick Collins prancing nine yards to a TD. On OU’s second 
possession, Holieway did the same thing with Collins, this time for a 14-yard scoring run. 
In the second period he either kept or pitched off the option on four of the eight plays it 
took to go 87 yards into the Texas end zone. Those four plays accounted for 37 yards. The 
following week in the Oklahoma State game, he rushed for 97 yards while hitting on three 
of four pass attempts for 47 lengths. More of the same in the lowa State test: 48 yards on 
the ground and 69 through the air. He scored one touchdown on a seven-yard jaunt and 
came up with a dandy via the air early in the third period. After making a fine fake inside, he 
threw deep to Keith Jackson with perfect touch. Jackson ran under the throw and 
completed the 69-yard journey to the end zone. Scored twice vs. Kansas, adding 59 yards 
on a five-of-six passing day. Rushed for 117 lengths and passed for 58 vs. Missouri. One 
of his passes was a perfect, on-the-mark throw to Keith Jackson in the Tiger end zone. 
Colorado wouldn't let him have the pitch, so he kept for 126 yards as the Sooners blanked 
the Buffs on their way to the Nebraska showdown. It was at Lincoln that Holieway played 
his very best. He led the team in rushing with 75 yards against a fanatic 'Husker defense, 
scoring OU's first touchdown on a nifty four-yard keeper. But it was his fourth-quarter 
efforts that spelled the difference between victory and defeat. With Oklahoma trailing 17-7, 
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4 Big Eight Offensive Player of the Year. Honorable mention All-America. Called by 





Holieway drove his mates downfield 65 yards to a Tim Lashar field goal. But the Sooners 
still were down by seven with only 4:10 remaining and 94 yards to go for a tying TD. 
Holieway kept for nine, passed to Carl Cabbiness for eight, then completed a beautiful 
pass to Derrick Shepard for 35 to the Nebraska 32. He gained six on three keepers then 
threw to Jackson in the end zone for a touchdown — and the tie necessary to win the 
conference championship outright. He wasn't through, however, as OU got the ball back at 
their own 35 with 50 seconds on the clock. The sophomore signal-caller drove the 
Sooners to the 45 where he threw down the sideline to Jackson, who made a juggling 
catch and raced 41 yards to set up Tim Lashar's winning field goal. The pass to Jackson 
was called a “choice” route, with the tight end doing whatever was needed to get open. 
Holieway then had to find him and make the good throw. Twice was nominated as Big 
Eight Offensive Player of the Week. Honorable mention on the Big Eight All-Academic 
squad. Missed the entire spring with a broken thumb but is expected to be 100 percent by 
fall. MAJOR PREFERENCE: Communication.

‘86 season, perhaps the best of any of OU's defensive backs. Started the year 

as a backup strong safety, but moved into a slarting role partially because of 
his play and partially due to injury at cornerback, which subsequently switched Sonny 
Brown to that position. Make no mistake, though, Vickers deserved to be a starter. A truly 
intelligent player who may lack great speed, but has a reputation as one of the hardest 
hitters on the squad. Led OU defensive backs in tackles wilh 50, a whopping 37 of them 
unassisted. Made one tackle for a six-yard loss and had three sacks for 38 yards in losses. 
Tied for the lead in interceptions wilh three and finished second in passes broken up with 
four. Recovered one fumble and blocked a punt. Started slowly, with only three tackles in 
his first two games, but did pick off an errant aerial in the UCLA win. Helped keep the 
Miami game close by blitzing from his safety spot and sacking Vinay Testaverde for a 
15-yard loss. Got the Sooners off to a fast start against Kan:.as State by blocking a punt on 
the Wildcats’ first series, OU recovering in the end zone for a touchdown. Really came on 
in the annual border war against Texas. Totaled seven tackles, one sack and one 
interception. His theft of a Bret Stafford pass helped break the game open. Vickers tcok the 
pass away from a Longhom receiver, relurning it 17 yards to a first down at the UT 15.

Came to OU as a highly 
recruited quarterback, but asked Coach Switzer not only to redshirt him as a freshman but 
also to switch him to defense. An excellent student who has been named to the Big Eight 
All-Academic team twice. MAJOR PREFERENCE: Finance.

Even though injured part of the '86 season, Reed has 
proven very durable in his career at defensive end. A very tough, quick defender.

Did 
not score in the Oklahoma State contest, but made 67 tough yards. lowa State stulfed the 
Oklahoma offense on its first two possessions at Ames, but Carr took matters in his own 
hands on possession three by bursting over left tackle for 61 yards to the Cyclone 21-yard 
line — the longest non-scoring run of the season. Carr was hurt on the play and did not 
return the rest of the day, bul the Big Red scored shortly thereafter for a lead never 
relinquished. He also sat out the Kansas game. He came back vs. Missouri wilh limiled 
action, carrying only four times, but one of those was a 31-yard touchdown gallop. Back to 
fulltime duty at Colorado, he totaled 83 yards and scored on a two-yard run. Thal game 
and the finale with Nebraska provided excellent examples of his power running. In each 
game he drew some “oohs and ahs” from the crowd by gouging out yardage wilh two or 
three lacklers hanging on him. His 10-yard gain to the Nebraska four that set up OU’s first 
touchdown of the day was a beauly in which he was met at the line of scrimmage bul 
dragged half the defensive unit for 10 yards before finally going down.

Barry Switzer says there is some “magic” 
about him. A great blocker and receiver with a combination of speed and hands that makes 
hima “home run” threat on every pass play. The fact that he plays for a team that was last 
inthe NCAA in passing for most of the season makes his contribution even more amazing. 
Although he caught only 14 passes in 1986, his average per catch (28.8) is a school 
record for 10 or more receptions ina single season. Jackson ended the year with 49 career 
receptions, eighth best in OU history for career eceplions. His yardage total (1,112), 
however, is (he fourth best figure of all time. And, while his catching and blocking might 
be enough for most, he added to his laurels with end-around plays that netted an 
additional 98 yards on only six tries. Here is a rundown on his spectacular 1986 
campaign: UCLA — Made OU’s only reception of the day, a nine-yard completion. 
MINNESOTA — Caught one pass for 19 yards and raced 66 yards to a touchdown on an 
end-around reverse. MIAM|— Ina losing effort he was on the receiving end of two aerials 
for 69 yards. One of them came in the third period and gol the Sooners back into the game. 
Trailing 21-3, OU passed on first down from its own 46-yard line. Jamelle Holieway threw 
down the middle to a covered Jackson who nevertheless took the ball away from the 
defender, broke a couple of tackles and sprinted into the end zone to complete the 54-yard 
scoring effort. TEXAS — Worked his way wide open down the middle to take a 56-yard 
pass from Eric Mitchel for a score. Once he caught the ball he pulled away from the 
Longhorns chasing him and scored easily. He also rushed one time for 13 yards. 
OKLAHOMA STATE — Took three receptions for 47 yards. All three were for first downs to 
keep drives alive, IOWA STATE — Caught only one pass, bul it was good for 69 yards and 
a touchdown. It came on the first series of the second half and put the game out of reach. 
On third and nine from their own 31, the Sooners threw. Jackson worked his way behind 
the defenders and ran under a perfect lob from Holieway. His speed did the rest. KANSAS 
— No receptions, but one end-around garnered 33 yards and a touchdown. MISSOURI 
— Two catches for 47 yards and one TD. The score came from the MU 26-yard line on 
QU's second possession. Jackson was interfered wilh, but still came up with the catch in 
the end zone. COLORADO — The Sooners did nol throw a pass, but Jackson gained 12 
yards on still another end-around. NEBRASKA — Saving whal might have been his best 
game for the last, Jackson personally did in the Cornhuskers. He had three receptions for 
87 yards and one touchdown. The Sooners could not have won the game without his 
Catches. The first was a 29-yarder, which he ran under to keep the first Sooner scoring 
drive alive. The second was a 17-yard scoring pass in the fourth period where he literally 
took the ball away from a Nebraska defender at the goal line. The third was the most 
spectacular. Jackson ran a “choice” route, meaning he did whatever it took to get open, 
wilh Holieway throwing to him after his move. The pass was a bit high, but Jackson made a 
one-handed stab, took control and raced 41 yards down the west sideline to the enemy 14,

The heroics continued against archrival 
Texas. On the first series after he entered the game in the second quarter, Mitchel hit Keith 
Jackson wide open down the middle for a 56-yard scoring strike. He finished the day with 
42 yards rushing, 40 of them on a fourth-period keeper to the UT 23 that set up a 
touchdown on the next play.

Migliazzo, a four-year letterman, 
was chosen by a vote of the coaching 
staff on the basis of his academic and 
athletic contributions, as well as for 
work habits, desire to excel, personal- 
ity and character. 

Coach Barry Switzer established 
the award honoring Key in 1981. Dean

In 1982, linebacker Jerry Sanders of Garland, Texas, became the first Sooner 
to win the honor, Defensive tackles Rick Bryan of Coweta, Okla., and Bob Slater of 
Tulsa, Okla., were co-recipients in 1983, halfback Steve Sewell of San Francisco, 
Calif., took the prize in 1984 and Lombardi Award winner Tony Casillas was 
honored in 1985.

The Oklahoma Sooners opened the defense of their national championship by stunning 
fourth-ranked UCLA, 38-3, before a sold-out audience in Norman. 

The Sooners were in mid-season form for their earliest opener ever as they piled up 470 
yards rushing over the team that led the nation in defense against the run a year earlier. 

Jamelle Holieway piloted the Big Red attack in near flawless fashion as the Sooners 
posted their biggest opening day win since 1975 and their ninth consecutive triumph over 
the past two years, 

A nationwide audience watching the proceedings via ABC-TV saw the hometowners set 
the tone for what was to happen with a 60-yard drive in 18 plays the first time they had their 
hands on the ball. Although the drive resulted in only a Tim Lashar field goal, it proved the 
physical superiority of the offense. 

The Bruins got three points back two minutes into the second quarter thanks to an 
errant Holieway pass. UCLA defensive back Darryl Henley picked it off and returned 72 
yards to the OU 19-yard line, setting up a Dave Franey field goal. 

Oklahoma retaliated in a hurry, driving 80 yards in 12 plays from kickoff to take the lead 
for good. Holieway's six-yard keeper capped the effort. Later in the period, the Sooners 
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took advantage of an interception to negotiate 33 yards and a 17-3 ‘ead thanks to a 
one-yard scamper by Patrick Collins. 

The second half was all Oklahoma, with OU scoring cn two ol its three possessions in 
the third period, then finishing things with a fourth-quarter, 52-yard sortie that finalized 
the score. 

Defensively, the Big Red made life miserable for quarterback Malt Stevens, intercepting 
him five times and holding the Bruins’ ground game to only 34 net yards. All-America 
linebacker Brian Bosworth led OU defenders with 11 tackles, two of them for five yard 
losses.

Posting the most points since 1980 and the widest margin of victory since 1974, the 
Oklahoma Sooners set up their anticipated showdown with Miami by burying the 
University of Minnesota 63-0 in Norman. 
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The Sooners gave no indication of looking ahead as they scored at least twice in every 
quarter and piled up 523 yards in total offense in the mismatch, which was played on a 
perfect afternoon before the usual sold-oul crowd. 

Fourteen different players carried ihe ball as Oklahoma flooded the field with 80 
participants in an elfort to hold down the score. Very few regulars played at all in the 
second half. 

If there was any anxiely about the Big Ten’s invading Gophers, it disappeared the first 
time the Sooners had the ball as they marched 80 yards in seven plays to take the lead. 
Other first-half scoring drives covered 47 yards in 12 tries, 82 yards in four plays, 49 
lengths in six efforts and 51 yards in seven attempts. 

The non-starters had fun in the second half, beginning with a 79-yard drive in nine 
plays from the kickoff and ending with Kenny McMichel’s 31-yard TD romp wilh an 
intercepted pass two minutes from the end. 

Quarterback Jamelle Holieway and fullback Lydell Carr each scored twice, but two of 
the aflernoon’s most spectacular plays belonged to Keith Jackson, who roared 66 yards on 
a tight end reverse, and Patrick Collins, who returned a punt 78 yards for a score. 

It was the 10th win in a row for OU, its longest winning streak since a 28-game string 
was snapped by Kansas in November 1975.

For the second consecutive year Vinnie Testaverde passed the Miami Hurricanes to an 
upset victory over the Oklahoma Sooners. This time it was 28-16 betore a crowd of more 
than 70,000 in the Orange Bowl. 

The loss not only scissored a Sconer 10-game winning streak but toppled the 
defending nalional champion from the top spot on both major wire service polls. 

Testaverde was close to perfection as he hit 21 of 28 passes for 261 yards and four 
touchdowns. The Sooners shut down the Hurricanes’ rushing game, bul had no answer for 
the 6-5 senior sharpshooter who at one time hil on 14 consecutive throws, a new Miami 
school record. 

On their first possession of the game the Sooners marched from their own 38 to the 
Miami 17 before stalling.

QU got on the board late in the same period when Tim Lashar booted a 31-yard field 
goal after OU had traveled 26 yards in six plays. 

The Hurricanes put the Sooners in deep jeopardy twice in the third quarter in the span 
of 3:08. Taking over on the 48 after a Mike Winchester punt, the ‘Canes scored in five 
plays, Testaverde to Charles Henry for the six. After the Sooners fumbled away the kickoff, 
Miami scored in three plays from the OU 15, Michael Irvin grabbing a five-yard payoff. 

The Sooners made a bid to get back in il as Jamelle Holieway passed lo Keith Jackson 
to complete a 54-yard scoring effort. Tim Lashar's extra point brought the visitors to 
within 11, but Miami extended its original 18-point spread on its possession after kickoff, 
going 72 yards in just six plays. A spectacular Teslaverde-to-Irvin hookup covered the 
final 30 lengths. 

Again QU came back, this time with a 71-yard drive Ihat was finished when Holieway 
pilched to Anthony Stafford from the enemy two. 

However, that final OU effort came wilh just 4:08 remaining and the winners were able 
to finish the contest without further incident. 

Brian Bosworth, OU's All-America linebacker, was credited with 22 tackles, the third 
highest for a single game in OU history. Halfback Spencer Tillman led all rushers with 75 
yards on 12 carries.

Oklahoma opened its Big Eight Conference season and got back on the winning track 
by smothering Kansas State 56-10 before a less-than-sold-out Homecoming crowd in 
Norman. 

OU started early and ended late as the Sooners scored in every quarter in winning their 
16th straight from the Wildcals. The game was less Ilhan a minute old when David Vickers 
blocked a K-State punt, Derrick Crudup recovering for the Sooners at the visitors’ 
one-yard line. Lydell Carr climbed over from there and the rout was on. The Sooners 
scored on four straight possessions lo take a 28-0 lead two minutes deep into the second 
period. Eric Mitchel, slarting at quarterback for the first time in his OU career because of an 
injury to Jamelle Holieway, was the aflernoon's leading rusher, gaining 126 yards on 12 
carries, scoring two touchdowns and passing for another. His 54-yard jaunt and 
three-yard scamper were sandwiched around a Spencer Tillman five-yard run to give the 
Sooners 21 more points. 

The Wildcats got into the punt-blocking act hemselves. Dewayne Baziel stopped Todd 
Thomsen’s effort and Grady Newton sceoped up the loose ball, scoring from the six. The 
Purple and White then negoliated 42 yards in 12 plays to a Mark Porter 32-yard field goa! 
to close within 18 al halftime. 

it was late in the third period before the Sooners got on the scoreboard again, bul when 
they did the TDs came in bunches. Mitchel hit split end Carl Cabbiness with a 59-yard 
bomb to get it started. Glenn Sullivan then took over the quarterback chores and led the 
winners lo three scores, a one-yard keeper and a 12-yard run himself, and a six-yard burst 
from fullback Rotnei Anderson. 
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The viclory was the 12th in a row in conlerence play for Oklahoma and pushed their 
season's record to 3-1.

A perfect offensive performance keyed the Oklahoma Sooners to a shocking 47-12 
conquest of archrival Texas in their annual border war al the Cotton Bow! in Dallas. 

The Sooners did not commit a turnover, breaking a string of 22 straight games in which 
they turned the ball over at least once, as they took their second in a row from the 
Longhorns. 

Although the Sooners were favored by 24 going into the contest, the eventual outcome 
of the game was a complete surprise to everyone familiar with the intense competition 
between the two schools. It was the most one-sided outcome since OU's 52-13 win in 
1973. Il was the fourth most lopsided viclory in the entire series.

While the offense took the headlines, the defense was no less impressive. The Sooners, 
who led the nation in total defense going into the game, held Texas to 29 yards rushing 
and 247 overall. The Longhorns avoided a shutout with two second-half touchdowns, 
mostly against Sooner reserves and only after OU had built a 38-0 lead. 

Oklahoma removed all doubt as to the outcome by scoring the first three limes il had 
the ball. After forcing a Texas punt, the winners went 53 yards in eight plays for TD number 
one. Patrick Collins got the first of his three six-pointers when he took a pitchout {rom 
Jamelle Holieway at the UT nine. 

Three plays later David Vickers intercepted a Bret Stafford pass and returned it to the 
Orange and White's 15-yard line. On the second play, Holieway and Collins repeated the 
TD pitchout, this time from the 14. 

Late in the period, on possession number three, OU cruised 69 yards in 12 plays to Tim 
Lashar's 28-yard field goal. 

The second period was more of the same as OU drove 87 yards in 11 tries and 56 yards 
in only three efforts to take a 31-0 halftime advantage. Holieway got the first of the two 
scores on a 21-yard keeper and Eric Mitchel accounted for the second with a 56-yard pass 
to tight end Keith Jackson. 

OU upped its margin lo 38-0 midway through the third stanza, negotiating 72 lenglhs in 
eight efforts, Tillman bursting over from the six without a hand being laid on him. 

The Sooners closed out their scoring in the fourth period, driving 66 yards in three 
plays to a Collins 23-yard burst into the end zone, then tackling Eric Metcalf in the end 
zone for a safely. 

The only two Texas touchdowns were scored on Stafford passes, one of 33 yards to 
flanker Everett Gay and the other a 29-yard effort to Metcalf. Both passing attempts for the 
two-point play failed.

Aschool-record-tying, four-field-goa! performance by Tim Lashar and another super- 
lative delensive elfort added up to a 19-0 victory for the Oklahoma Sooners over intrastate 
rival Oklahoma State. 

While the Sooners failed to score an offensive touchdown for the first lime in three 
years, the OSU offense fell on even harder times as Oklahoma defenders never allowed the 
Cowboys inside the OU 20-yard line and only once inside the 35. The Big Red held the 
Cowboys to only 157 yards in protecting their nalion-leading ranking in both total defense 
and rushing defense. The ‘Pokes had only 85 infantry yards, 40 of them coming on one 
Thurman Thomas dash in the second period. 

OU’s first possession set the pattern for lhe day's outcome. The Sooners drove 48 
yards in 11 plays, bul had to settle for a Lashar field goal. A 65-yard march in the second 
quarter, an 86-yard drive in period three and a 27-yard effort in the opening moments of 
the fourth stanza all led to the same result. 

The winners finally crossed the goal line with 4:32 remaining when linebacker Dante 
Jones intercepted the first pass of his career and carried it back 55 yards to lhe OSU end 
zone. 

The Sooners rolled up 305 yards rushing and 352 yards in total offense, but stalled 
each time they moved inside the Orange and Black's 20-yard stripe. 

The shutout was the second straight over Oklahoma State. 

Lashar, who tied a regular-season mark set by Mike Vachon in the 1966 Texas game, 
was named the Big Eight Conference Offensive Player of the Week for his kicking chores. 
The senior from Plano, Texas, had also kicked four in the 1985 Orange Bowl.

The Oklahoma Sooners held lowa State to 67 yards in total offense — the best 
performance against an opponent in 32 years — while running up 492 net yards 
themselves in a 38-0 shutout at Ames. 

In recording their second consecutive whitewashing and third of the season, Sooner 
defenders kept their national lead in tolal defense and defense against the rush. The 
Cyclones made only one threalening gesture all afternoon, recovering an OU fumble and 
moving to the Oklahoma five before fumbling themselves and losing their lone opportuni- 
ty to cross the Big Red goal line. 

The visitors went nowhere on their first two drives before taking charge. Lydell Carr 
broke a 61-yard run lo the Cyclones’ 21-yard line setting up a Jamelle Holieway 
seven-yard keeper for the game's first score.

A record-setling defensive performance and a relurn to glory for one of OU's senior 
funning backs were the highlights of Oklahoma's 64-3 win over Kansas on a cold, 
overcasl day in Lawrence before an ABC-TV audience that included some 75 percent of the 
nation. 

The Sooners held the Jayhawks to minus 57 yards rushing, setting a new school record 
for ane game. The old mark had been minus 33 against Kansas State in 1942. Overall, the 
Jays’ offensive total was only 63 yards, the lowest figure for an OU opponent since the 
1954 Sooners held KU to 60 yards. 

Meanwhile, on the other side of the ball, Earl Johnson exploded for 203 yards on the 
ground, scoring four times in the process. Moved to fullback at midweek when injuries 
sidelined Lydell Carr and Leon Perry, Johnson had the best slatistical day for a Sooner 
since he himself rushed for 259 yards against Colorado in 1983. His four TDs — on runs 
of 7, 24, 55 and 3 yards — were the most since 1980. He also had a 42-yard scamper thal 
led to a score. 

OU scored on its first four possessions, but still led only 20-0 at halftime. The Sooners 
more than made up for a slow second quarter with an awesome third-period scoring binge 
that produced 37 points. 

Johnson was named Big Eight Offensive Player of the Week, while All-America 
linebacker Brian Bosworth was accorded the same honor on defense. “Boz” had nine 
tackles, four of them for losses.

Scoring on their first eight possessions, the Oklahoma Sooners devastated Missouri, 
77-0, in a scoring orgy witnesssed by more than 75,000 fans celebrating Dad's Day in 
Norman. 

OU rolled up its third highest rushing and total offensive statistics ever while scoring 
the second most number of points in a single game since 1919. it was the most lopsided 
game of the OU-Missouri series, which dates back to 1902. Individually, senior Tim 
Lashar booted 11 extra points lo break school and conference records for most con- 
versions in a single game. QU's total of 10 rushing touchdowns also set school and Big 
Eight records. 

Thirteen players carried the ball and eight of them scored as the Sconers buill a 49-0 
halftime lead. Quarterbacks Jamelle Holieway and Eric Mitchel ran for more than 100 
yards each, with Holieway directing touchdown thrusts on the four series he played. 
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Five of the Sconer TDs were of the long distance variety: Earl Johnson ran for 24; Keith 
Jackson took a 26-yard pass irom Holieway; Lydell Carr went 31; Anthony Stafford turned 
in an 82 yarder; and Rotnei Anderson raced 58. 

Missouri's only consolation came with a rushing harvest of 165 yards, the most any 
team had gained on Oklahoma all year.

An almost flawless game that included another defensive shutout, a no-turnover 
performance from the offense and excellence in the kicking game propelled the Oklahoma 
Sooners to a 28-0 conquest of Colorado in a battle of conference unbeatens in Boulder. 

While winning their 17th consecutive Big Eight game, the Sooners never let (he Buffs 
inside their 20-yard line and and only once allowed them inside the OU 30. Meanwhile, 
the Big Red offense ran up 344 yards rushing. Oklahoma did not altempt a pass, a stalistic 
that tied an NCAA record for fewest passes in single game. 

The kicking game, thought lo be a Colorado asset, favored the Sooners instead. Twice 
OU punts were killed inside the 10-yard line, once leading directly to a touchdown, while 
CU punter Barry Hellon was tackled trying to kick once and shanked a couple of other 
altempts. 
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OU scored its first touchdown late in the first quarter, driving 77 yards in 10 plays. 
Jamelle Holieway, who rushed for 126 yards overall, contributed a nifty 23-yarder, 
fullback Lydell Carr gouged out an 18-yard gain and Patrick Collins finished things olf 
with a 17-yard effort after taking a pitch from Holieway.

With just 4:10 remaining in the game 
the Sooners still trailed, 17-10, and had 94 yards to go just to get the lie needed to take the 
league lille home to Norman with them. 

When those few minutes were gone, however, Oklahoma not only had garnered the tie 
but had won the game to wrap up its lhird straight championship and third consecutive trip 
to Miami. 

It was another miracle finish for the Big Red of the South in a series that has seen the 
Cornhuskers haunted by Sooner comebacks time and time again. 

The rally was almost aborted before il really had a chance to succeed when quarterback 
Jamelle Holieway lost the ball on a fourth-down effort from his own 15-yard line. However, 
the subsequent Nebraska recovery was nullified by a face mask penalty, which gave OU 
new life — life that was exploited to the fullest. From the 25, Holieway hit Carl Cabbiness 
with a pass for eight, then hit Derrick Shepard with a perfect toss for 35 more. Four 
consecutive running plays gave the Sooners first down at the 20. Holieway kept for three, 
then came up with a winner, hitting Keith Jackson wilh a 17-yard scoring pass, Jackson 
taking the ball away from a ‘Husker defender al Ihe goal line. When Tim Lashar added the 
extra point the Sooners had their lie. 

But the tie seemed inconsequential when OU’s defenders held Nebraska after the 
kickolf, forcing a punt that gave OU the ball at its own 35-yard line with 50 seconds left. 
Lydell Carr hit for 12. An incomplete pass followed by a holding penally made it second 
and 20 from the 37. Holieway scrambled for eight, then went to Jackson again, this time a 
juggling catch and run good for 41 yards to the Nebraska 14. With six seconds left, Tim 
Lashar checked aboard and calmly hit a 31-yarder to cap the incredible chain of events. 

Nebraska had taken a 7-0 lead in the first period with a snappy 85-yard drive in 13 
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plays, Keith Jones hitting for the final two yards. It was the first touchdown the Sooners 
had given up rushing all year and the first TO of any kind in the first quarter all season. 

The Normanites came right back from kickoff with a 70-yard march of their own, 
Holieway keeping for the final four on the ninth play of the effort. 

The lie was dissolved midway through period two when Dale Klein booted a 32-yard 
field goal. 

The lights dimmed even more for OU in the third period. A 48-yard punt return by Dana 
Brinson stationed the ‘Huskers at the OU 28. On the second play, Steve Taylor passed 
perfectly to Red Smith in the end zone. 

The Sooner counterattack began lale in the same stanza. OU negoliated 56 yards to the 
Nebraska five-yard stripe. When facing fourth and two, Barry Switzer elecled to have 
Lashar pare the margin via the field goal roule. 

A couple of fumbles kept OU at bay until John Kroeker's punt pinned the defending 
national champs at the six, selling the slage for ihe late heroics. 

Analional audience watched courtesy of ABC-TV as the Sooners won for the sixth lime 
in the last eight trips to Lincoln.

The University of Oklahoma has the best three-year record of any school in 
college football history. Coach Bud Wilkinson's 1954-through-1956 squads were 
31-0. No other teams have recorded a perfect performance over a lhree-year skein.

collegiate game: From 1954 through 1957, Wilkinson-coached units posted a 
41-1-0 record. Only Michigan in 1901-04 and Notre Dame in 1946-49 have 
bettered the Sooners’ four-year achievement. For any five-year period, Oklahoma 
ranks third, all-time, with the 1953-57 edilions rolling up a 50-2-1 standing.

It took nine years, but Barry Switzer finally rubbed out the memory of perhaps his most 
embarrassing loss as head coach with a 42-8 conquest of Arkansas in a less-than-sold- 
oul Orange Bowl January 1. 

Switzer, whose 1977 team was bealen by Arkansas 31-6 in the 1978 Miami classic, got 
a cross-country scoring run from Spencer Tillman to break the ice. The Sooners then 
swarmed all over the Razorbacks both offensively and defensively to post the decisive 
margin. 

OU did not make a first down in the opening quarter. Moreover the Sooners had only 
four to Arkansas’ 11 at halftime. They also trailed 157 to 141 in total offense, yet led by a 
14-0 count thanks to Tillman's spectacular 77-yard burst on the third play of the second 
quarter and a 21-yard run on the same option play by the Tulsa senior midway through the 
period. 

However, any doubt about the outcome was effectively erased in the first eight minutes 
of the second half as the Sooners scored twice to establish their superiorily. A 36-yard 
pass from Jamelle Holieway to Derrick Shepard was the big play in a 44-yard, five-play 
drive the first time Oklahoma had possession in the third period and a 60-yard run by 
Lydell Carr was the biggie in a three-play, 69-yard effort the next time the winners came 
into possession. 

A nifty 13-yard option pitch-and-run from Eric Mitchel to Anthony Stafford produced 
lhe semi-final score and Duncan Parham’s 49-yard end around reverse closed out the 
Sooner scoring totals. Arkansas got across the goal tine wilh 19 seconds remaining to 
avoid the shutout. 

Tillman was named the Most Valuable Back of the contest while Dante Jones won the 
Most Valuable Lineman award. 
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OU rushed for 366 yards and held the Razorbacks’ ground output to just 48 lengths. 
The Sooners had 413 yards in total offense while winning a post-season test for the 18th 
time — the third best mark of any school in the nation,

BARRY SWITZER 
Head Coach 


It Barry Switzer records at least nine 
victories this fall he will accomplish some- 
thing no one in the history of either the 
University of Oklahoma or the Big Eight 
Conference has ever done. He will have 
won 146 games as head coach, one more 
than the legendary Bud Wilkinson who 
holds the current record. 

It will be a mark that underscores the 
long-term quality of winning that Switzer 
possesses, a mark the 1986 Big Eight 
Coach of the Year would be the first to 
credit to his players and coaching staff. 

Switzer enters the 1987 season with 
these astounding credits: He is the nation’s 
winningest coach, percentagewise, having 
posted a 14-year record of 137-25-4, a 
winning percentage of .837. He has won 
three national championships, 11 Big 
Eight titles and has been successful in 
eight of 11 bowl contests. 

His personal achievements have pro- 
duced some impressive honors as well 
including being named by Football News 
as 1980's Coach of the Year. Other coach- 
ing laurels have come from the Walter 
Camp Football Foundation, the Big Eight 
Conterence, NCAA District V, the Wash- 
ington Pigskin Club, The Sporting News, 
Playboy, The Associated Press and United 
Press International. 
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Under his direction, the Sooners won 
28 games in a row and, from 1973 to 1975, 
went 37 straight games without a defeat. 
When they won their national champion- 
ship in 1975, it marked the first time in 
history a team had won back-to-back titles 
more than once. 

Taking over a program that was just 
beginning a two-year probation in 1973, 
Switzer guided his first Sooner squad to an 
unbeaten season, laying the cornerstone 
for national championship teams in 1974 
and ‘75. 

In 1976, Switzer moulded a young, in- 
experienced team into championship cali- 
ber and, after some rough moments in the 
middle of the season the Sooners roared to 
another Big Eight crown and a trip to the 
Fiesta Bowl where they pounded Wyoming 
41-7. 

OU led the nation in rushing in 1977 
taking the Big Eight title into the Orange 
Bowl. In 1978, OU led the country in rush- 
ing and scoring on its way to an Orange 
Bowl victory over Nebraska, 31-24. 


Swilzer's 1979 squad overcame in- 
experience in the offensive line to post 
another conference championship. They 
capped the year wilh a 24-7 verdict over 
Florida State in the Orange Bowl. 

His coaching ability came through dur- 
ing the 1980 campaign. Faced with more 
injuries than in previous years, plus a slow 
start that saw the Sooners lose two of their 
first four games, Switzer and his staff slow- 
ly but surely put the pieces together for still 
another conference championship and 
Orange Bowl victory (18-17 over Florida 
State). 

A down period — at least by Oklahoma 
standards — followed in ’81, '82 and '83, 
yet OU was able to continue its winning 
ways with 7-4-1, 8-4, and 8-4 records 
while visiling two more bowls. 

Numerous changes in 1984 allowed 
OU’s head coach to bring his team all the 
way back to the summit, winning the Big 
Eight championship again and playing in 
the Orange Bowl New Year's Night with a 
chance al the national title. 

Prior to the 1985 season, pundits sa- 
luted the man who ranks number one in his 
profession by predicting a first-place finish 
for the Sooners in both wire service polls 
— and he proved that forecast correct. 

The 1985 team achieved the pinnacle 
Switzer sets for himself every year — a 
national championship. Faced with a deva- 
slaling injury to starting quarterback Troy 
Aikman, the OU head man turned to a true 
freshman, Jamelle Holieway, to get the 
desired pilot for his option offense, Holie- 
way'’S emergence, plus some position 
changes in the offensive line, brought the 
offensive level up to the defensive level and 


slarted the Sooners on an eight-game 
winning streak and a final regular-season 
rating of No. 1. 

The 1986 regular season produced an 
“almost but not quite” campaign. There 
were 10 more victories and slatistics (hat 
broke NCAA records. Still another 8ig 
Eight championship banner was hung and 
the Sooners defeated Arkansas in the 
Orange Bow! to finish third in the nation. 

Switzer was born in Crosselt, Ark., Oct. 
5, 1937. A top studenV/athlete at Crosselt 
High, he was graduated in 1955 with an 
appointment to the United States Naval 
Academy and offers of football scholar- 
ships at the University of Arkansas and 
LSU. He chose to attend Arkansas and 
completed a B.A. degree in business ad- 
ministration in 1960. He played center and 
linebacker three years for the Razorbacks 
and was elected caplain as a senior in 
1959. That was the year Arkansas reigned 
as Southwest Conference champion and 
Gator Bowl winner. 

After a stint in the Army, Switzer re- 
turned to Arkansas in 1962, serving as B 
team coach and scout for two years, hen 
coaching offensive ends for an additional 
two years. In 1966 he came to Oklahoma as 
offensive line coach under Jim Mackenzie, 
When Chuck Fairbanks became head 
coach following Mackenzie's untimely 
death in April 1967, Switzer was named 
offensive coordinator. He took on the 
responsibilities of assistant head coach 
three years later and completed his journey 
to the top early in 1973 when he accepled 
the position of head coach. 

Switzer has three children: Greg (10-5- 
68), Kathy (9-6-69), and Doug (9-27-72).

America in 1981 while Don Key and Lyndle 
Byford made All-Big Eight. 

In 1982 Johnson was asked to re-tool 
his offensive line as the Sooners switched 
from the wishbone to the “I formation 
after the third game. The conversion was 
successful as OU ranked second in the 
national rushing stats at the end of the year 
and guards Paul Parker and Steve Williams 
were named all-conference 

His 1984 offensive line produced center 
Chuck Thomas on the all-conference team 


Many thought his finest coaching per- 
formance came in 1985. After a mid- 
season loss to Miami, Johnson moved 
offensive guard Eric Pope to left tackle to 
take advantage of his quickness and 
moved tackles Mark Hutson and Anthony 
Phillips to the guard positions because of 
their physical ability. The move was a Suc- 
cess as the Sooners rolled through the rest 
of the schedule unbeaten. When right tack- 
le Greg Johnson was felled with a knee 
injury, the Sooner coach moved Phillips 
back to tackle and inserted senior Paul 
Ferrer as a starting guard. More patching

The main campus is 
located on 2,100 beautifully landscaped 
acres in Norman, while the health sciences 
classes are centered on campuses in Okla- 
homa City and Tulsa. Enrollment exceeds 
20,000. 

The wide variety of programs within the 
University’s 17 colleges reveals academic 
strength in such areas as energy, engineer- 
ing, the arts, meteorology, architecture and 
numerous other subjects. OU also houses 
the state's largest library, which has more 
than two million volumes. 

The University of the Territory of Okla- 
homa was founded by an act of the ter- 
ritory's first legislature 17 years before 
statehood was granted in 1905. Approved 
December 19, 1890, the act established an 
agricultural and mechanical college in 
Stillwater, a normal school at Edmond and 
a university at Norman, then a tiny prairie 
town with dirt streets and no trees. Norman 
today is a thriving university and business 
community with beautiful tree-lined streets 
and a population approaching 100,000, 

Historically, change and growth at the 
University have been guided by a Board of 
Regents whose seven members are 
appointed to seven-year terms by the gov- 
ernor. In recent years, more than $155 
million in construction has been initiated, 
the permanent endowment has tripled and 
an extensive campus beautification pro- 
gram has been launched.

The University’s official colors are crim- 
son and cream and its mascot is the Soon- 
er Schooner, a covered wagon pulled by 
matching white ponies. 

On August 15, 1985, the board named 
Dr. Frank E. Horton the University’s 11th 
president. He officially took over the posi- 
tion September 11 after serving five years 
as chancellor of the University of Wiscon- 
sin at Milwaukee. 

A native of Chicago, Horton earned his 
bachelor's degree at Western Illinois and 
his master’s and doctoral degrees al 
Northwestern. Prior to becoming chancei- 
lor at UW-Milwaukee, he was director of 
the University's Institute of Urban and Re- 
gional Research and, later, was dean of 
lowa’s advanced studies program. 

Horton and his wife, Nancy, have four 
daughters.

Donnie Duncan became the University’s 
ninth director of athletics in September 
1986, coming “home after an absence of 
13 years. 

Duncan moved to Norman the first time 
in 1973 as an assistant football coach, a 
position he held until he was named head 
coach at lowa State University in 1978. 

A scholar of history and educational 
administration, OU's director of athletics 
holds bachelor’s and master’s degrees 
trom Austin College in Sherman, Texas. in 
addition, he has studied toward a doctorate 
in educational administration at East Texas 
State University in Commerce. As a stu- 
dent-athlete he posted a 3.2 grade point 
average at the undergraduate level, then 
maintained a perfect 4.0 GPA in his gradu- 
ate work. 

Duncan also brings a wealth of athletic 
experience to the Norman campus — hav- 
ing come up through the ranks, first as a 
player, then as a coach and finally as an 
administrator. 

A native of Greenville, Texas, Duncan 
was graduated from Celeste (Texas) High 
School in 1958. At CHS he was a four-year 
letterman in football, basketball and track. 
He continued to be a multi-sport athlete at 
Austin College, lettering four years in foot- 
ball and baseball. In football, he served as 
team captain in 1961 and also garnered the 
Most Valuable Player Award. He earned 
All-Texas College Team honors that year 
and, in 1962, received the Outstanding 
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Athlete Award and was named Outstanding 
Senior Man. Nine years later he was voted 
into the Austin College Athletic Hall of 
Honor. 

Duncan entered the work force in 1962 
as an assistant high school coach in Texas. 
From there he established a pattern of 
success that eventually brought him to OU 
from a nationally ranked junior college 
program in Corsicana, Texas. He contin- 
ued his trip up the ladder by accepting the 
reins at lowa State in 1978. 

He was named executive director of the 
Sun Bow! Association in 1984. He served 
the association, headquartered in El Paso, 
Texas, for two successful years — setting 
new records for revenues and attendance 
in 1984, then breaking them in 1985, 
While with the Sun Bowl, and later the 
Gator Bowl, he negotiated lucrative con- 
tracts that make them the only two non- 
New Year's Day games to be played on 
national television (CBS). 

Duncan and Sally Treadway were mar- 
ried February 9, 1962, in Greenville, Texas. 
They have two children: Amy, a student at 
OU, and Mark, who is completing his stud- 
ies at the University of Texas/El Paso.

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eas OKLAHOMA MEMORIAL STADIUM com 


In 1921, OU students started a movement for construction of a student union. By 1925, the idea 
had grown to include a combined football stadium/union. In architects’ drawings, the north end of the 
proposed structure was strikingly similar to the present Oklahoma Memorial Union, which eventually 
was constructed separately after Coach Bennie Owen suggested it would be best to raise funds for a 
union AND a stadium. 

The very first game on Owen Field actually was played Oct. 20, 1923, before the stadium/union 
plan ever got under way. The first contest played in front of the new west stands was a 7-0 victory over 
Drake in 1925. The 16,000-seat stadium cost approximately $293,000 and was named Oklahoma 
Memorial Stadium to honor University associated persons who died in World War |. The playing field 
was named for Bennie Owen, who coached OU football from 1905-26 and became a charter member 
of the National Football Hall of Fame. 

Stands on the east side of the stadium were added in time for the 1929 season, increasing seating 
capacity to 32,000. 

There were no more additions to the stadium for 20 years until President George L. Cross pushed 
for expansion, The result was a six-foot submersion o! the old field and elimination of a running track 
that had surrounded the playing area. This allowed the addition of 7,000 new ringside seats and 
brought capacity to 55,000. The north end of the stadium also was enclosed. 

In 1957, green grandstand bleachers were added at the south end of the field, enabling the stadium 
to hold 61,826 tans. 

The next expansion came 18 years later with the addition of the upper deck and a new press box. At 
acost of $5,726,345 — or about $680 a seat — an additional 8,436 seats were added. The capacity 
figure for the 1975 national championship season was 71,187 

The most recent renovation markedly improved the stadium's appearance. In time for the 1980 
season, the old green bleachers were replaced by the South End Zone Facility. In addition to improved 
seating, that complex includes coaches’ offices, weight rooms, meeting rooms, a large auditorium, a 
training room with a walk-in whirlpeol, the equipment room and dressing rooms. Total capacity for 
Oklahoma Memoria!

Flip cards, programs, suit-up lists and pre-game notes will be available each home 
Saturday before kickoff, and the usual play-by-play and statistics sheets will be distributed 
throughout the contest. Complete team and individual statistics, plus quotes from players 
and coaches in both locker rooms, will be ready as quickly as possible after play is 
concluded. 

Lunch will be served, beginning approximately two hours before game time. 


TELEPHONES 


All requests for telephones must be made directly to the university's Telecommunica- 
tions Office at (405) 325-1873. SIO daes not order or furnish phones. Post-game 
telecopier service is available for a small fee: $35 ($25 for the copier and $10 for the 
operator. Operator should be paid al game site.). Please note if you need this service when 
you order your credentials. 


GAME-DAY CREDENTIALS 


Credential requests should be made via mail. SIO will answer with a letter detailing 
what you will receive. It is hoped a copy both of request and response in writing will 
teduce any misunderstanding. Please specify whether you need parking, which is limited 
to the point that all requests may not be able to be filled. Also please designate the type of 
pass needed: sideline, press box or a combination of both. 

Photographer's sideline passes require arm bands, which may be obtained at the 
bottom of the ramp in the southwest corner of the stadium until the end of the first period. 

No passes will be maited. All will be available for pick up on game day at Gale 7 on the 
west side of the stadium near the press box elevators, beginning at approximately 9:30 
a.m. To quard against misrepresentalion, proper identification must be presented betore 
the passes will be handed out. Again, this is to ensure that the people requesting the 
credentials are the ones actually receiving them. 

Any request for television parking on the apron just below the west side seating area 
must be cleared with SIO in advance. Violators will be towed. 

Radio outlets with full-time sports directors will be accorded one pass per station. 
(Exceplions are rare and come only from the SID.) Radio reporters watch the game from 
the third-floor photo deck and are not allowed to file live reporis during the game itself. All 
other radio stations will be considered on a game-by-game basis with no guarantee that 
requests can be granted. 

Photographers must abide by NCAA guidelines and will not be permitted to shoot 
within the 35-yard-line boundaries. The number of darkrooms available in the stadium is 
minimal. They will be assigned on a first-come, first-served basis. Again, please lel SIO 
know il you need one when credential requests are made. 

An official press pass is all you need to enter the OU locker room after a game. An SIO 
representative will take you there, leaving the press box with approximately five minutes 
remaining in the contest. Please check with the visiting sports information representalive 
for policies regarding the visitors’ locker room.

Those who do not cover OU regularly but who would 
like to attend should call SIO to determine if space will be available.
